Wm.  T.  Straith,  (  VyHEREAS  in  and  by  an 

Acting  Attorney-  \  V  V  Act  of  the  Legislature 
General.  [  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  passed  in  the  first  session  thereof 
held  in  the  twelfth  year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
Majesty  King  George  the  Sixth,  chaptered 
seventy-nine  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1948,  and  intituled  “An  Act  respecting 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,”  as 
amended  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  second  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  said  Legislature,  chaptered  four 
of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1948 
(Second  Session),  and  intituled  “An  Act  to 
amend  the  *  Revised  Statutes  Act,  1948,’  ”  it 
was  amongst  other  things  in  effect  enacted  as 
follows : — 

That  the  Legislative  Counsel,  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Attorney-General,  shall  prepare 
a  draft  revision  and  consolidation  of  the  public 
general  Statutes  of  the  Province,  and  shall 
incorporate  therein  the  public  general  Acts  of 
the  Province  that  are  passed  during  the  said 


sessions,  including  such  Acts  as  are  not  to 
come  into  operation  immediately  but  are  to 
come  into  operation  at  a  time  fixed  or  are  to 
be  brought  into  operation  by  competent  authoi- 
ity  under  powers  delegated  by  the  Legislature, 
‘And  that  in  carrying  out  his  work  the 
Legislative  Counsel  shall  prepare  and  arrange 
the  said  Statutes  for  publication,  and  may 
alter  their  numbering,  and  the  arrangement 
of  the  different  sections  thereof  where  con¬ 
sidered  necessary  or  advisable,  and  may  make 
such  alterations  in  their  language  as  aie 
requisite  in  order  to  preserve  a  unifoim  mode 
of  expression,  and  may  make  such  minoi 
amendments  as  are  necessary  to  bring  out 
more  clearly  what  is  considered  to  have  been 
the  intention  of  the  Legislature,  or  to  recon¬ 
cile  seemingly  inconsistent  enactments,  or  to 
correct  clerical  or  typographical  errors,  and 
may  omit  from  said  revision  any  Statutes  or 
parts  of  Statutes  that  are  spent  or,  although 
printed  among  the  public  general  Statutes, 
have  reference  only  to  a  particular  place  or 
municipality,  and  have  no  general  application 
throughout  the  Province;  and  may  also  omit 
from  the  said  revision  such  public  general 
Statutes  and  amendments  to  public  general 
Statutes,  whenever  passed  or  however  made, 
as  are  repealed  or  stopped  from  having  the 
effect  of  law  by  competent  authority  under 
powers  delegated  by  the  Legislature  or  other¬ 
wise;  and  shall  prepare  a  comprehensive  index 
of  the  whole; 

And  that  so  soon  as  the  Legislative  Coun¬ 
sel  has  completed  his  work,  he  shall  submit 
it  to  a  Select  Committee  of  the  House  on 
Statute  Revision  for  such  examination  as  the 
Committee  thinks  proper; 

And  that  the  Select  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  sit  and  to  perform  its  duties  after 
the  prorogation  of  the  session  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly  at  which  it  was  appointed; 

And  that  as  soon  as  the  Select  Committee 
has  completed  its  examination,  it  shall  report 
to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  whether 
it  approves  of  the  work  done  by  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Counsel,  and  that,  if  it  approves,  the 
Legislative  Counsel  shall,  through  the  Attor¬ 
ney-General,  report  his  work  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  and  shall  deposit  the  result  of  his 
work  with  the  Provincial  Secretary; 

And  that  as  soon  as  the  Legislative  Coun¬ 
sel  has  deposited  the  result  of  his  work  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  may  cause  a  correct 
printed  Roll  thereof,  attested  under  his  signa¬ 
ture  and  countersigned  by  the  Provincial  Sec¬ 
retary,  to  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Provincial  Secretary,  which  Roll  shall,  sub¬ 
ject  to  certain  provisions  in  the  said  first- 
mentioned  Act  contained,  be  deemed  to  be  the 
original  Statute  laws  of  the  Province  therein 
contained,  and  of  the  several  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  which  it  purports  to  embody  or  for 
which  it  purports  to  be  substituted;

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (11  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  for  Male  and  Female 
Elevator  Operators  and  Starters. 


Minimum  wage. 

Full  time. 

Part  time. 

Daily  guarantee. 


Overtime. 


Board  may  vary 
overtime  provision. 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male  Minimum  Wage  Act”  and 
the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Relations 
hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  male  and  female  elevator  opera¬ 
tor  or  starter  shall  be  as  provided  in  clauses  (a),  (b) ,  (c),  and  ( d )  of  this 
section. 

(a)  Eighteen  dollars  ($18)  per  week  when  his  week  consists  of  thirty- 
seven  and  one-half  (3714)  hours  or  more: 

(b)  Fifty  cents  (50c.)  per  hour  when  his  week  consists  of  less  than 
thirty-seven  and  one-half  (3714)  hours: 

(c)  An  elevator  operator  or  starter  reporting  for  work  on  the  call  of 
an  employer:  The  elevator  operator’s  or  starter’s  regular  rate  of 
pay  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response  to 
the  call,  with  a  minimum  of  2  hours’  pay  at  the  elevator  operator’s 
or  starter’s  regular  rate  if  he  does  not  commence  work  and  4  hours’ 
pay  at  his  regular  rate  if  he  commences  work : 

( d )  Time  and  one-half  of  the  elevator  operator’s  or  starter’s  regular 
rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44 
in  the  week.  Permits  shall  be  obtained  from  the  Board  to  work 
such  overtime. 

(i)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not 
apply  to: — 

(a)  Elevator  operators  or  starters  working  under  arrange¬ 
ments  with  respect  to  hours  of  work  established  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  5  or  section  11  (3)  or  section 
11  (4)  of  the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the  elevator 
operator  or  starter  has  completed  the  hours  so  established : 

(b)  Elevator  operators  or  starters  who  are  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  section  3  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act”  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the  said  Act: 

(ii)  This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime  rate  of  pay  may  be 
varied  by  the  Board  to  meet  the  conditions  that  may  apply  when: — 

(a)  Any  industrial  undertaking  or  class  of  industrial  under¬ 
takings  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  is  exempt 
in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  operation  of  the  “  Hours  of 
Work  Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  12  of  the 
said  Act;  or 

(b)  A  regulation  is  made  by  the  Board  with  respect  to  an 
industrial  undertaking  as  defined  in  the  “  Hours  of  Work 
Act  ”  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  11  (1)  of  the 
said  Act.

2.  That  when  board  or  meals  or  lodging  are  furnished  by  any  employer 
to  any  elevator  operator  or  starter  as  part  payment  of  his  wages,  not  more 
than  the  following  deductions  therefor  shall  be  made  from  his  wages  by  the 
employer : — 

(a)  For  a  full  week’s  board  of  twenty-one  (21)  meals,  four  dollars  ($4) 
per  week: 

(b)  For  less  than  a  full  week’s  board  of  twenty-one  (21)  meals,  twenty 
cents  (20c.)  per  meal: 

(c)  For  a  full  week’s  lodging  of  seven  (7)  days,  two  dollars  ($2)  per 
week. 

The  deductions  specified  in  this  section  shall  only  be  permitted  and 
made  when  the  meals  furnished  by  the  employer  are  partaken  of  by  the 
elevator  operator  or  starter,  or  when  the  accommodation  furnished  by  the 
employer  as  lodging  is  used  by  the  elevator  operator  or  starter. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section  the  expression  “  meals  ”  includes  break¬ 
fasts,  lunches,  and  dinners. 

In  any  case  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board:- — 

(a)  The  meals  are  inadequate:  or 

(b)  The  elevator  operator  or  starter  is  charged  for  more  meals  than 
may  reasonably  be  partaken  of  during  his  shifts;  or 

(c)  The  accommodation  for  lodging  is  unsuitable, — 

the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  employer  of  the  facts,  and  may 
also  give  notice  that  the  employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to  make  any 
deductions  in  respect  of  meals  or  lodging,  unless  and  then  only  to  such 
extent  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  after  receipt  of  such  notice  no 
deductions,  unless  and  except  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice,  shall  be 
made  by  the  employer. 

3.  That  when  the  Board  considers  it  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
welfare  of  any  elevator  operator  or  starter  to  be  furnished  with  a  seat  or 
chair  while  on  duty,  the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  his  employer 
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of  the  facts,  and  may  also  give  notice  that  the  employer  shall,  with  n 
time  limited  in  the  notice,  furnish  and  maintain  a  seat  or  chair,  ms  a  e 
in  the  location  and  manner  specified  in  the  notice,  and  shall  peimit 
elevator  operator  or  starter  to  use  the  same  when  on  duty. 

4.  (1)  That  every  elevator  operator  or  starter  shall  be  given  a  rest 
period  of  32  consecutive  hours  weekly,  of  which  he  shall  be  duly  noti  e  y 
his  employer. 

(2)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (1)  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when  the  employer  and 
elevator  operators  or  starters  concerned  make  application  in  writing  that 
a  different  arrangement  regarding  a  rest  period  in  respect  ot  such  employei 
and  elevator  operators  or  stai’ters  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Boaid  may 
appi’ove  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  appioved 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employer  and  elevator  operators  or  staiteis 
in  lieu  of  subsection  (1)  hereof. 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as  often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to 
each  of  his  employees  all  wages  and  salaries  earned  by  the  employee  up  to 
a  day  not  more  than  8  days  prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  his  establishment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby  may  have 
ready  access  to  and  see  the  same: — 

(a)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

( b )  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts  and  intervals  free  from  duty 
of  each  occupational  group  of  his  employees. 

7.  (a)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in  his  establishment  a  true  and 
correct  record  in  the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and  the  hours 
worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  employees,  together  with  a  register  in  the 
English  language  of  the  names,  ages,  occupations,  and  residential  addresses 
of  all  of  his  employees. 

( b )  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand  of  the  Board,  or  any  person 
authorized  in  writing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board, 
produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept  by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours 
of  labour,  or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any  or  all  of  his 
employees. 

8.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at  Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  10th 
day  of  January,  1949,  shall  take  effect  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1949. 

9.  That  Orders  Nos.  53  and  54  of  the  Board,  establishing  a  minimum 
wage  for  female  and  male  elevator  operators  and  starters  respectively, 
dated  the  28th  day  of  February,  1938,  are  hereby  rescinded. 

10.  That  the  General  Interim  Minimum  Wage  Order  (1946),  made  the 
25th  day  of  June,  1946,  effective  from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946,  shall  not 
apply  to  male  and  female  elevator  operators  or  starters  after  the  30th  day 
of  January,  1949.
